DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 13-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Berger et al. 
(EP 0,704,255). Berger teaches a safety syringe comprising a cylinder, syringe needle, needle 
holder wherein the needle holder is fixed or fixable in the cylinder by a groove-projection- 
arrangement in a "L" shape, plunger wherein the plunger can be coupled to the needle holder by 
a piston. See figures. 



3. Applicant's arguments filed 07/22/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In addressing Applicant's assertion that Berger reference fails to show a plunger 
coupled with a needle holder to retract the needle holder together with the syringe needle into the 
cylinder, the Examiner would like to direct Applicant's attention to Figures 10 and 1 1. In both 
Figures the plunger is coupled to the needle holder and subsequently the needle for retraction 
into the cylinder. In conclusion, it is understood that Applicant has fully responded to all 
rejections and raised all errors with respect to the Examiner's rejection. Since there is no further 
traversal beyond the above-mentioned issues it appears that Applicant has acquiesced to all other 
rejections of record and therefore the instant Office Action has been made Final.
